2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The claims in the instant application have not been rejected using prior art because no 

references, or reasonable combination thereof, could be found which disclose or suggest a 
surgical instrument comprising a first elongate member includes a box hinge portion between a 
handle and a tip end portion, a second elongate member includes a box hinge portion between 
the handle and tip end portion, the second elongated member also has two opposing side 
surfaces, where the first box hinge portion is defined by a slot having upper and lower sides for 
receiving the second box hinge portion therein, the slot has a pivot point on each of the upper 
and lower sides, where the second box hinge portion is generally continuous in width with the 
handle and tip portions on either side of the box hinge portion, where the second box hinge 
portion has a pivot point on each of the side surfaces of the second box hinge portion, where the 
pivot points of the first box hinge portion mates with the pivot points of the second box hinge 
portion, and where the first box hinge portion pivot points and the second box hinge portion 
pivot points are one of either protrusions and depression, respectively, and otherwise depression 
and protrusions, respectively.
